Twenty tanks, allegedly ty ye T3., were unloaded from 
10 to 11 g¢.m. on 21 April 1960. The tanks assembled 
in the streets before the freight station.

The report refers to she detraining in Elsenach 
of Bighth Gds Army units. The trains were 
observed between 18 and 22 April 1950*. The 
previous assumption that the troops would be 
detrained in Bisenach and move to the Kindel 
¢roop training grounds was confirmed by the 
report. 


The statement that 80,000 troops were expected to 
arrive in the Kindel area is greatly exaggereted 
but may be taken as an indication that the troop 
training grounds will be heavily occupisd, pre- 
sumably by component units of the XsIx Gds Mta 
Rifle Corps as in 1949. 
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
